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Persistency of Lactation of Holstein Cows 


HEN one needs any informa- 
W tion relative to the Holstein 
Advanced Registry, he has 
only to write to Supt. Gardner, and 
he receives in the next mail full 
answers to his questions. Mr. Gard- 
ner tells me that the germ of ad- 
vanced registration appeared in the 
days of the Dutch-Friesian Associa- 
tion, at the time Mr. Hoxie was Sec- 
retary of the Association. Apparent- 
ly, Mr. Hoxie had the thought that 
two short-time tests would serve to 
show the milking capacity of a cow, 
if one test was conducted at ar early 
stage of lactation, and the other test 
at a late stage of lactation. This 
scheme of testing would give, in the 
first test. a production record at the 
flush of lactation; and in the second 
test, a measure or at least an indica- 
tion of the persistency of the cow. 
The idea seems to be an excellent 
one.

Association conducted such a system 
of 7-day tests for several years. The 
results have been published under 
the head of “Special Records” in the 
Blue Book. The second test was 
conducted not less than eight months 
after calving and, considered in con- 
nection with the first test, it is of 
special interest as affording an indi- 
cation of the persistency of lactation 
of Holstein cows. ‘This article is 
based on these special records, stud- 
ied from the persistency standpoint. 
A full account is given in Bulletin 
288 of the Illinois Station. 


Following the introduction of the 
long-time test the eight-months-after- 
calving 7-day test was discontinued. 
The long-time test is, of course, a bet- 
ter indication of persistency than two 
7-day tests, provided thi: complete rec- 
ord is published by calendar months. 
Publication in such detail is cumber- 
some and expensive and, so far as 
Holstein records are concerned, has 
not been practiced outside of a few 
exceptional cases. Only the _ total 
production for the long-time period is 
published; but the total production 
of a year test gives very little indica- 
tion of persistency of lactation. In 
fact, the usuai 7-day record is a bet- 
ter index of persistency than is the 
bare figure of the year’s production. 
This statement is made assuming 
that Holstein cows behave in the same 
way as Guernsey cows, as shown by a 
study of the published calendar month 
and year records of the Guernsey Ad- 
vanced Register. 

Persistency of lactation is an im- 
portant characteristic of dairy cows 
which has not received as much at- 
tention as it deserves. Two reasons 
are apparent for the lack of definite 
quantitative information about the 
persistency of A. R. cows: 1, per- 
sistency cannot be measured directly 
like the amount of milk is measured 
in pounds, but must be derived by 
some method from the month by 
month or week by week performance 
of the cow; 2, the A. R. records, as a 
rule, are not published in sufficient 
detail to permit deriving an expres- 


sion of persistency from them. In 
fact, among all the dairy breeds the 
only records which have been pub- 
lished in the necessary detail are the 
Special Records of the Holstein breed 
(about 1,500 records) and the yearly 
records of the Guernsey breed up to 
1923 (about 15,000 records). 


Study of these Holstein records and 
a preliminary study of the Guernsey 
records reported in the above men- 
tioned Bulletin show some interesting 
similarities and also some interesting 
differences. The Guernsey breeder 
may object that it is not fair to com- 
pare persistency of Holsteins as 
shown by two 7-day tests with per- 
sistency of Guernseys as shown by 
the continuous year test. Such an ob- 
jection, I think, is justified. Never- 
theless, I am making a-few compari- 
sons, partly because it gives the fig- 
ures more meaning, and partly with 
“Malice aforethought” in connection 
with the Holstein records. The Ad- 
vanced Register office of course has

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the complete records of all long-time 


tests, and from these records it would 
be possible to determine the per- 
sistency of Holstein cows trom the 
monthly yields. No one else can do 
the job because no one else has ac- 
cess to all the records. It seems to 
me that this is one important piece 


of work that the Holstein Association 
might well carry out for the informa- 
tion of its breeders. It is just as im- 
portant to analyze the records of milk 
production in the Advanced Register 
as it is to accumulate them with so 
much care. Why do we test cows for 
a year rather than 7 days except to 
determine the persistency of the cow?

Having tested the cow for a year, are 
we making full use of -..e effort when 
the published record gives no informa- 
tion about the persistency of the cow? 

How shall we measure and express 
persistency? The method in use at 
this Station is somewhat involved in 
order to secure as accurate a meas- 
ure as possible. For the purpose ot 
the present article, it is sufficient to 
say that the rate of decrease in yield 
from month to month is determined 
and expressed as a percentage of the 
rate of yield per month. If a cow de- 
creases at the rate of 8 per cent per 
month it means that her yield for 
any given month is about 92 per cent 
of her yield for the preceding month. 

The initial rate of yield per day has 
also been determined for each record. 
It is essential to know the initial rate 
of yield, for it has a very marked ef- 
fect on persistency of lactation. 
Heavy milking cows decrease in yield 
much more rapidly than do cows 
starting at a lower level of produc- 
tion. 

The production of cows is generally 
considered on the basis of milk yield, 
or on the basis of fat yield. Neither 
one of these, taken alone, is entirely 
satisfactory. If we consider’ milk 
alone, we put the water of the milk 
on a par with the solids, which is ob- 
viously unfair; if we consider fat 


alone we ignore the other solids of the 
unfair. At

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using a scheme which takes account 
of all the constituents of the milk, in 
terms of 4-per cent milk, that is nor- 
mal milk of 4-per cent fat content. 
The process is very simple and con- 
sists of taking 4-10 of the milk yield 
in pounds plus 15 times the fat yield 
in pounds. If we have 100 pounds 
of 4-per cent milk, containing 4 pounds 


of fat, and apply the formula, we have 
4-10 of 100—40 and 15 times 4=-60; 
and 40+-60=—-100. That is to say, if 


the cow produces 4-per cent milk, the 
yield is not changed at all. But if 
she produces 3-per cent milk, the 
yield is decreased by the formula, 100 


pounds 8-per cent milk=85 pounds 4- 
per cent milk (.4*1004+15*«%3—85). 
If the cow produces 5-per cent milk, 


the yield is increased by the formula, 
100 pounds 5-per cent milk—115 
pounds 4-per cent milk (.4*100+15x 
5115). I cannot go further into the 
details of this formula except to 
that it is based on the energy value 
of the milk. It makes an equitable 
basis for comparing the production of 
cows of the same breed or of different 
breeds. The data of this article

This 
figure shows the results for the two 
breeds in the form of frequency dis- 
tribution curves by classes. The 
highest point in the Guernsey curve 
is found for the class of cows which 
show a rate of decrease of 2.5 per 
cent (i. e., from 2 up to 3 per cent) 
per month. Of the entire number of 
records 14.5 per cent fall in this class. 
The highest point in the Holstein 
curve is found for the class showing a 
rate of decrease of 4.5 per cent (i. e., 
from 4 up to 5 per cent) per month. 
This class includes 14.9 per cent of all

In a similar way the curves show 
the per cent of the entire number of 
records which fall in any given class. 
The widest range is shown by the 
Guernsey curve, from 3.5 to 21.5 per 
cent decrease per month. The 3.5 
per cent means that the cows in this 
class produced more 4-per cent milk 


per day at the end of the year than at 
the start. That is, instead of decreas- 
ing in yield after calving, they in- 
creased at the rate of 3.5 per cent 
per month. Two cows out of the 
1,534 fall in this extreme class. This 
increasing rate of yield applies to all 
classes up to the zero on the base 
line, and it is seen that the Holstein 
cows show the same feature but not 
so frequently as the Guernseys. In 
the case of the Holstein cows it means 
that the eight-months-after-calving 7- 
day record is larger than the first 7- 
day record. 

The average value for the Guernsey 
records is 4.4 per cent decrease per 
month; and for the Holstein records, 
5.3 per cent decrease per month. That 
is, the Guernsey records show a 
smaller rate of decrease than the Hol- 
stein and one might hastily conclude 
therefore that Guernsey cows are 
more persistent milkers than Hol- 
stein cows. Before making such a 
conclusion. however, it is necessary 
to consider the level of production, 
for it is found that this has a very 
potent effect on persistency. 
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Figure 2 shows the initial rates of 
yield for the two breeds in terms of 
4-per cent milk per day. These rates 
shown also 


are in the form of fre- 
quency curves in a similar way to 
that used in Figure .. Age of the 


cow, of course, has a very marked ef- 
fect on the amount of milk produced 
per day at the flush of lactation, and 
the records tor both breeds have been 
corrected to the age of maximum 
yield, which is 8 years. 

It is clear at once trom Figure 2 
that the Holstein cows produce at a 
much higher level than the Guernseys 


at the first of the lactation period. 
This comparison, it will be held in 
mind, is not based on milk yield or 
fat yield. It is based on energy yield 
in terms of 4-per cent milk which 
gives a measure of all the milk con- 
stituents and truly represents the 


work performed by the cow. 
Kor the Guernsey records the aver- 


age initial rate is 47.2 pounds 4-per 
cent milk per day; and for the Hol- 
stein records, 81.6 pounds 4-per cent 
milk per day. These yields are cal- 
culated to the age of 8 years. The 
actual yields were 39.2 and 67.3 
pounds, respectively. 

Now the initial rate of vield has a 
great deal to do with persistency. 


Age bas no etfect if the initial rate of 
yield is the same. Consequently, if 
we wish to make a fair comparison 
between the two sets of breed records 


with respect to persistency, we must 


take account of the initial rate of 
vield. This is done in Figure 3. 


The average initial rate for the two 
breeds is 538.2 pounds of 4-per cent 
milk per day. In Figure 3 the per-

all admire the man who has attained success in 
whatever walk of life he pursues, and pause to listen 
awhile to the related story of how he did it. 

The story which follows is about a man who is suc- 
ceeding with a wonderful herd of Holstein Cattle. If the 
reader should enjoy the good fortune in the future to 
visit Kentucky, it will be well worth his while to visit 
the Von-Allmen Dairy Farm, located about 25 miles out 
of Louisville. This farm is the property of Mr. Emiel 
Von-Allmen who is the largest and one of the most en- 
thusiastic breeders of Holsteins in Kentucky. He has 
bred up a wonderful herd where production requirements 
have been held paramount. However, the importance of 
good type and conformation has not been lost sight of 
and this herd not only does well but looks well. There 
are 50 cows which comprise the milking herd. In addition 
to these, several dry cows and young stock further add 
to its size. The monthly returns from these cows, run 
into four figures with milk bringing the farm 20c¢ a 
gallon. Mr. Von-Allmen is one of the members of the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association of Oldham and Jef- 
ferson Counties. In this connection it is interesting to 
review some of the production records of the herd. Lillie 
Korndyke Bairdland proved to be the highest cow in milk 
production and net money returned above feed costs. 
Her vear’s record was 24,689 Ibs. of milk and 764.5 lbs. of 
butterfat. She consumed $263.39 worth of feed, clearing 
above this cost $393.14. As a business investment she 
declared a “stock dividend” of 281%. 

The lowest cow in the herd was Nearwood Clara. She 
only produced a profit above feed costs of $42.59 for the 
year. How much more profitable are high producing

Stock Show at Ogden, Utah, January 7 to 12, was a 

very good one with quality well up to standard, 
according to Rube Everly, field representative of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, who was one of the 
many interested spectators.

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Purebred Holsteins for Institution Herds 


dairy herds at public institutions. The reasons are 

obvious. The demonstrated superiority of the Hol- 
stein in milk production makes it possible to supply the 
requirements of these institutions with far less numbers. 
Further, the nature and composition of Holstein milk 
make it much better adapted for the use of the aged and 
infirm comprising such a large proportion of the inmates 
of our public institutions, that the choice of any ether 
breed might reasonably be considered as against public 
policy. 

In many states, the public institution herds of pure 
bred Holsteins have been developed to a point where 
they are not only producing milk at a very high standard 
of efficiency and economy, but from a breeding stand- 
point are taking a large place in lifting the entire level of 
dairy cattle in those states through the production and 
distribution of superior breeding stock. In this work, the 
State of Michigan was a pioneer, their first pure bred Hol- 
stein females being purchased for the Traverse City State 
Hospital herd in 1889. Today, the pure bred registered 
Holstein animals in the thirteen state institution herds 
of Michigan number over 1,500. Of these, 882 cows and 
heifers were in milk during the past year and they show 
the splendid average production of 10,571 lbs., or nearly 
three times the production of the average cow. Several 
of the herds show herd averages over 12,000 lbs. and the 
herd at Traverse City State Hospital has been well over 
the 12,000-Ilb. mark for a herd of about 100 milking cows 
for the past three or four years. These Michigan Insti- 
tution Herds are important sources of seed stock for the 
improvement of the breed, not only in Michigan but 
throughout the country, and the achievements of these 
state-owned herds aleng breeding lines are well known. 
Traverse Colantha Walker, a member of the herd at 
Traverse City State Hospital, holds the world’s record 
over all breeds for fat production in eight lactations and 
is the life-time champion of the Holstein breed. Tulip 
Beauty, a member of the Michigan Reformatory herd, was 
first prize aged cow at the National Dairy Show last fall. 
These are only a few of the recent achievements. Hen- 


Ti Holstein Cow is almost a universal choice for 


gerveld De Kol and Pontiac Korndyke, both made their 
start in the Pontiac State Hospital herd and the develop- 
ment they received in this herd started them on the way 


to recognition as two of the outstanding foundation sires 
of the breed. 

Michigan, however, is not alone in the high honors 
won by its state-owned institution herds. Iowa, likewise, 
has made a distinguished showing. The first pure breds 
were purchased for the Iowa State Institutions in 1918. 
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The herds at these fifteen state institutions of lowa, 
according to our latest information, number 842 cows of 
milking age, of which 510 are registered Holsteins and the 
balance grade Hoisteins. Careful records have been kept 
and this entire herd of 842 cows showed a profit over feed 
costs of $117,472.06 in a single year and in addition $8,000 
worth of surplus bulls were sold. This is an average net 
return above feed cost of over $150 per head right 
through. In one herd, the Cherokee State Hospital. which 
has been highly developed along pure bred lines, 80 cows 
in the herd showed the splendid average of 13,000 Ibs. 
milk, 450 lbs. fat. Iowa state institution herds are taking 
a large part in breed development, likewise, and have 
sent out show herds over the major circuits that have 
rendered a splendid account of themselves. One bull bred 
by the Iowa State Institutions has been twice a winner 
of All-American show ring honors and these herds have 
brought out many grand champions at the major shows. 
Advanced Registry testing has been carried on for some 
years and fourteen records from 30 to 36 lbs. have been 
made in the 7-day division and eight from 1,000 to well 
over 1,100 lbs. These performances have been of im- 
portance in raising the level of dairy cattle quality in 
Iowa and they have been a splendid investment for the 
state in the way of increased efficiency in the production 
of one of the most important items on the bill of fare of 
the wards of the state. 

Ohio is another state that has made splendid progress 
with its state institution herds under the management of 
the State Department of Public Welfare. Our latest report 
from these herds showed them to contain a total of over 
1,600 head of Holsteins, nearly half of which are regis- 
tered pure breds. In a report published in November 1924, 
a statement was made that the value of product of the 
Holstein herd at the Ohio State Institution was $287,262. 
The average cost of milk production in all of these herds 
was just over ten cents per gallon. In the more highly 
developed herds containing larger proportions of pure 
bred animals the costs are reported to be well down 
toward nine cents a gallon. A number of state records 
for production have been made in these herds and they 
are an important factor in the advancement of the breed 
in that state. 

Wisconsin, likewise, has made excellent progress with 
its state-owned Holstein herds and while we have not the 
information available in regard to production records, we 
do know that the purchases by the State to build up the 
institution herds during the years of depression in the 
pure bred dairy cattle industry gave them a splendid lot 
of pure bred animals at reasonable prices and at the same 
time helped to sustain market-price levels in the Wis- 
consin Holstein market that has meant a great many 
dollars to the breeders of that state. The Wisconsin In- 
stitution Herds are being intelligently developed and in- 
clude some of the highest producing animals in this great 
dairy state as well as some of the most famous show 
animals. Some of the county institutions in Wisconsin 
have gone even farther than the state-owned herds, nota- 
bly the Jefferson County Asylum which occupies a fore- 
most place in the industry. : 

The development of worthwhile state institution herds 
of pure bred Holsteins, however, is not confined to these 
four states mentioned. The State of Washington has 
made great advancement along this line in building upon 
the foundations laid by Governor Hart and the West- 
ern State Hospital at Ft. Steilacoom is one of the lead- 
ing breeding establishments of the country in the de- 


velopment of high record animals. They probably 
hold more world’s production records at the present 
time than any other public institution. The Northern 


State Hospital in the same state has likewise brought 
out some exceptional producers. South Dakota has long 
been in the forefront with a herd at Redfield State School 
and Home and the Yankton State Hospital, these two 
institutions being among the best known of the breed. 
The State of Maryland, under the leadership of John M. 
Dennis, has made noteworthy contributions through the 
Springfield State Hospital and others. Missouri is now 
laying the foundations for a number of pure bred Hol- 
stein herds in connection with their institutions. Vermont, 
likewise, has made a showing worthy of mention with 
their state prison herd and the Prison Camp and Hospital 
which won All-American honors with one of their herd 
sires in 1926. The pure bred Holstein herd at the Los 
Angeles County Home in California is recognized as one 
of the foremost breeding herds on the Coast. Many othe 
states maintain creditable state institution herds of pur 
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pred Holsteins, but the list cited is enough to demon- 
strate the value of the pure bred breeding herd from the 
standpoint both of the sound business management of 
these institutions directly involved as well as the impor- 
tant general aspects of a contribution to the advance- 
ment of the whole dairy industry. 

We wish we could say that a dairy state as important 
as New York had made progress along this line sufficient 
to warrant commendation. It is difficult to realize why a 
state like New York with its abundance of resources; 
that has such important dairy interests and which has so 
long been in the forefront in progress in Holstein breed- 
ing, should be so backward in the matter of developing 
herds of pure bred Holsteins at its institution farms. Out 
of all its numerous herds, there are, we understand, only 
about 200 head of pure bred Holsteins and facilities are 
not provided to give these the development that makes 
them at all a factor in breed progress. We could wish 
that Governor Smith in his desire to set up a record for 
well-balanced progress in all lines during the years of his 
administration as Governor had interested himself in this 
matter of development of pure bred Holstein herds at 
the state institutions. It is not yet too late to make a 
start and the subject is important eonugh to claim the 
earnest attention both of the Governor and legislative 
leaders upon whom this responsibility devolves. It ought 
not be considered, however, as a partisan matter but is 
so sound in its underlying principle that the whole state 
ought to be back of it as a project rich in promise of 
worthwhile dividends in which the whole state would 
share.

If, as sometimes happens, 
the sale figures are such that you are not especially 
proud of them and do not want them made public, we 
will honor all requests of breeders to withhold publica- 
tion, but we do want the figures on every sale to include 
in the sale averages for the purpose of reflecting a true 
picture of Holstein prices. We are looking for a mighty 
good year in the Holsfein industry. Please help us to 
present a record of it that will be of greatest possible 
value.

breeding operations as attested to by a comparison of a 
few records made by daughters and their immediate dams. 
Queen Colantha Sensation produced 1,139 lbs. of milk and 
45.5 lbs. of butter fat in excess of the record of her dam. 
She was only a 4-year-old while the dam was a mature 
cow, above 5 years of age when this record was made. 
Hilda Ormsby Pet produced 1,616 lbs. of milk and 64.9 lbs. 
of butter fat more than her dam. Here again about 10% 
should be added to the daughter’s record to make it com- 
parable with the production of the dam, a mature cow 
when on test. 

Also, Ormsby Korndyke Lady Segis has produced 
7,315 lbs. of milk and 237.4 lbs. butter fat in 7 months be- 
ginning tests as a junior two-year-old. Her dam was sold to 
the stockyards as a cull after 2 months of testing. All 
of the daughters referred to above are sired by Ormsby 
Sensation 4th, so truly he is a sire who is rapidly proving 
his prepotency. Not all the intelligent efforts put forth 
at the Von-Allmen Farm are centered along breeding 
lines alone, because they know that scientific feeding 
must accompany careful mating operations if best success 
is to be realized from the herd. Good sires improve the 
future herd, but good feeding practices are felt the very 
next milking period after they are inaugurated in the 
management of the dairy. The ration used on this farm 
starts with that old reliable combination of corn silage 
and legume hay, all the cows will eat up clean twice a 
day. In addition to this a mixture of 400 lbs. of corn 
and cob meal, 200 ibs. bran, 50 Ibs. of linseed oil meal is 
fed at the rate of required production. In the preparation 
of his corn and cob meal the manager follows a practice of 
crushing up from 1,000 to 1,500 bushels at one time and 
putting it in a bin where it is allowed to go through the 
same heating or fermenting process that corn in a silo 
would undergo. Grain is also given the cows when they 
are on pasture. A mixture of corn and cob meal and 
wheat bran equal parts is fed at this time.

crease of 6.9 per 
while the Holstein 
average rate of decrease of 4.3 per 
cent per month. On this basis, there- 
fore, the Holstein cows are consider- 
ably more persistent milkers than the 
Guernseys. The difference between 
the two breeds varies according to 
the level of production at the start 
of lactation. 

If a cow milks very heavily after 
calving she rapidly exhausts her re- 
serve store of energy or capacity for 
milk secretion and goes down rap- 
idly in yield as lactation advances. 
This effect is much more marked in 
the case of the Guernsey cow than 
it is in the case of the Holstein cow. 
The point is illustrated in Figure 4, 
which presents the average lactation 
curves of the two breeds each start- 
ing at two different levels, namely 40 


cent per month, 
records show an

and 80 pounds of 4-per cent milk per 
day. In the curves starting at 40 
pounds there is not much difference, 
that is, the Guernsey curve holds up 
nearly as well as the Holstein curve. 
In the curves starting at 80 pounds, 
on the other hand, the Guernsey 
curve runs down at a much more 
rapid rate than the Holstein curve. 
In other words, the greater persist- 
ency of Holstein cows as compared 
with Guernsey cows is most marked 
in the case ot heavy milking cows. 
It would be very interesting to know 
how far this is due to the larger size 
of the Holstein cow, but unfortunate- 
ly, the records of neither breed in- 
clude the weights of the cows. 

I wish to be clear that I do not 
think the comparisons of this article 


should be accepted as_ conclusive, 
because of the fact that the Holstein 
records are not continuous. The per- 


sistency of Holstein cows should be 
worked out from the yearly records 
of the breed which may be done only 
by or through the Advanced Register 
Office. 


Activities of American Dairy Federation 


Report of Activities since December 
1, 1927 


The 70th session of Congress con- 
vened on the Monday following the 
annual meeting of the American 
Dairy Federation, and the work of 
the Secretary’s office incident to this, 
and to the necessary follow up of the 
work of the annual meeting has 
resulted in a very busy month. 

The projects and policies approved 
at the annual meeting have been put 
in motion as far as time has _ per- 
mitted and all preliminary work done 
upon which to carry on what now 
appears to be a very successful years 
work. 


The Exeeutive Committee will meet 
in Washington during the week of 
January 16th, to take necessary 
action to further the legislative pro- 
jects which have been started, and to 
further consider details of Federation 
work. 

Date for Third Annual Dairy Pilgrim- 
age to Washington 


The annual meeting voted to hold 
another Pilgrimage to Washington, 
this coming spring. For various 
reasons, one of which is that it will 
assure reduced railroad fare on all 
railroads, it has been decided to hold 
this event during the same week as 
the annual meeting here of the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce. Reserve 
this week for vour Dairy Pilgrimage 
to Washington—May 7-11, 1928. Exact 


date, and detailed program to be 
given later. 
Progress on World Dairy Congress 
Plans 

President Coolidge, on January 5th, 
1928 transmitted to the Senate and 
House, the invitation of the British 
Government for an American delega- 
tion io attend the World Dairy Con- 
gress, together with his approval 
and that of the Secretary of Agri- 


culture and the Secretary of State for 
an appropriation of $10,000 to defray 
the expenses of such an official del- 
egation. This matter has been re 


ferred to the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, Senator William A. 
Borah, Chairman, and the House 
Committee, on Foreign Affairs, Con- 
gressman Stephen A. Porter, Chair- 
man. Congressman Edward E. 
Browne of Wisconsin, who handled 
the resolution by which all foreign 
nations were invited to our own 
World Dairy Congress four years 
ago, has offered to see that this 
matter receives prompt action in the 
House. 


Research Appropriations for the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry 
Several new items for Dairy Re- 
search, to be incorporated in the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill, have been 
asked for, but the Budget Bureau 
has approved only in part. The fol- 
lowing table shows the present situ- 

ation.

Status of Tuberculosis Eradication 


Appropriations 
The Budget Bureau has reported in 
favor of an appropriation for the next 
fiscal year for the work of tubercu- 
losis eradication in the sum of $5,- 
728,610. This is a decrease of about 
$235,000. 


However, this is a big item. There 
is always an undercurrent of sus- 
picion and opposition, and it seems 


the best policy to be prepared to sup- 
port this item before the appropri- 
ation committee. 


Report of Nation-Wide Survey 

The nation-wide survey to show 
how rapidly the campaign is prog- 
ressing designed to give protection 
to milk consumers against milk from 
t. b. cattle is nearing completion. 
The U. S. Public Health Service sur- 
veyed the cities of 10,000 people and 
over and the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try the places of lesser population. 

These surveys show that 1925 cities 
and villages less than 10,000 people 
requiring milk only from t. b. tested 


cattle; 98 cities of 10,000 to 25,000 
population; 51 cities of from 25,000 


to 50,000; 32 cities of from 50,000 to 
100,000; 21 cities of from 100,000 to 
250,000; 6 cities of from 250,000 to 
500,000; and two cities over 500,000. 


Contagious Abortion Appropriation 

The resolution of the annual meet- 
ing calling for $100,000 for new re- 
search for the protection of .the in- 
dustry from the ravages of contagious 
abortion has been presented to many 
Congressmen and government offi- 
cials. The project is generally ap- 
proved. Congressman Brigham of 
Vermont expects to introduce a bill 
to carry out this plan, and Senator 
McNary has offered his cooperation

PURE BRED DAIRY SIRES ARE 


BEING INTRODUCED BY 
VARIOUS METHODS 
The pure bred dairy sire is the 
greatest single factor in increasing 


the average production of dairy cows. 
this fact is generally recognized; 
yet 75 per cent of the dairy bulls in 


service in the United States are 
either grades or. scrubs. Further- 
more, according to the Bureau of 


Dairy Industry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, a survey of the 
48 States has shown that. those 
States or sections of States having 
the highest percentage of pure bred 
dairy sires are also leading in aver- 
age milk production. 

Various plans to introduce pure 
bred dairy sires are suggested by the 
department, such as county-wide and 


State-wide scrub-bull-eradication cam- 
paigns, cooperative bull associations, 
bull clubs, better sire trains. and 
others. The first three of these 
plans are discussed in detail, and 
bull clubs are mentioned briefly, in 
Circular No. 6-C, Pure Bred Dairy- 


Sire Introduction, just issued by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

A county-wide = scrub-bull-eradica- 
tion campaign is an organized effort 
within a county to inform every dairy- 
man of the importance of breeding 
only to a good pure bred bull and to 
make definite arrangements to re- 
place inferior bulls with pure breds 
that are well grown, of good confor- 
mation, and from dams _ with high 
yearly milk and butter fat records. 

The campaign is carried on in Cco- 
operation with the Extension Service 
of the State college of agriculture. 
Considerable time and effort are re- 
quired to organize such a campaign. 
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At least three weeks’ should be 
allowed for a survey of the bull 
population of the county and _ for 
organization of local committees to 
conduct the campaign. The circular 
describes the various steps to follow 
in planning and conducting the cam- 
paign. Suggested posters for adver- 
tising purposes as well as copy for 
business men’s advertising are in- 
cluded. 

When a majority of counties in a 
State are interested in better dairy- 
sire work it is often advisable to con- 
duct a campaign on a_ State-wide 
basis. A State-wide campaign may 
require from several months to a 
vear. 

Many suggestions of value and 
much interesting detail concerning 
scrub-bull-eradication work may be 
found in the circular, a copy of which 
may be obtained from the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 





THIRTY THOUSAND SAW CORN 
BORER EXHIBIT 


Thirty thousand people, it is esti- 
mated, viewed the European corn 
borer exhibit put on by the United 
States Department of Agriculture at 
the recent International Live Stock 
Exposition at Chicago. 

The most prominent- features of 
the exhibit were the cornfield with 
actually infested stalks, the infesta- 
tion map showing by colors the 
spread of the borer by years, and the 
Ohio, Indiana, and Michigan maps 
with highway quarantine stations in- 
dicated by flashing colored lights. In 
addition, there were an_ infested 
stubble fiell. showing the necessity 
of cutting corn early and low; pan- 
els with figures giving results of the 
clean-up campaign, scouting and 
quarantine; life history mounts; in- 
fested stalks and ears, ete. To be 
sure, all material in the exhibit had 
been treated to kill the borers. 

Favorable comment was heard 
from many quarters, including news- 
paper men, farmers, and members of 
various State Departments of Agri- 
culture. The out-standing comment 
was that the infested cornfield with 
the broken sagging stalks was one of 
the most instructive and impressive 
sights at the stock show, for it 
brought home to everyone interested 
in agriculture that the corn borer is 
an important economic factor to be 
dealt with if corn is to be retained 
as one of the country’s crops. 


NEW 30,000-LB. COW IN ENGLAND 


The December number of the 
British Friesian Journal carries the 
announcement of another 30,000-Ib. 
milk record for a British Friesian. 
This is the very attractive individual, 
Sudbourne Dairy Maid 2d, owned by 
Mr. John Bromet, with a production 
of 3,011 gallons (Imperial) or (30,- 
110 lbs. milk) in 359 days. This is 
her fifth consecutive record, the five 
averaging over 20,000 lbs. milk.
